Eggs  wwe  offotad  me  to  feed  the 
holy  twisters  with,  but  the  anakes 
wouldn't  pay  any  attention.  The 
chief  priest  realized  this  was  no 
way  to  treat  a  stranger,  so  he  com- 
manded the  appearance  of  a  hungry 
python  whirl)  wm.s  dracRed  in  like  a 
rope  and  Invited  to  dine  I  placed 
a  couple  of  eggs  before  the  thing, 
but  he  turned  away  and  sought  a 
dark  comer.  Whan  I  sapped  back 
far  enough  to  give  this  aalntly  ser- 
pent wInUng  room  ha  eama  out 
again,  put  a  tiny  pin  prick  of  a  hole 
Into  t^e  egg  and  drained  U  with- 
out cracking  the  shell. 

The  temple  had  a  pleasant, 
dreamy  smell  of  incense  and  wood 
smoke,  but  It  wasn't  exciting.

or  you  dont  ride  principle.  By  put- 
ting yoMT  ntekal  in  the  slot  you 
complete  the  elaotrlcal  dreult  and 
the  car  amUaa  along  for  a  nkkrt's 
worth  and  no  farther.  That  makes 
everybody  on  board  a  conductor,  be- 
cause if  they  want  a  qtiarter's  worth 
of  ride  for  a  nickel  they  have  to 
make  sure  that  the  next  fellow  pays 
his  share.

X  came  after  much  pufllng  to  a 
roaring  mountain  stream  crossed  by 
a  red  teakwood  bridge  and  guarded 
by  Chlnaae.

LUMBER  SUBSIDY  IS 
ENCOURAGING  STEP 
IN  THAOL  REVIVAL

EMPIBJE  TRADE 
There  was  a  sincere  hope,  also. 

that  at  the  Imperial  Conference, 
Canadian  lumber  exports  to  the 
United  Kingdom  and  other  Empire 
daatlnatlona  would  be  capable  of  ex- 
tension. Britain  had  Imported 
about  M  per  cent  of  her  aoftwood 
roqulraments  from  this  eonUnent 
from  the  United  States,  and  It  waa 
not  too  much  to  expect  that  British 
Columbia  would  receive  fresh 
benefit  from  any  ooHWllnaUon  of 
trade  Into  Bnplre  ahannala, 

In  the  last  depression,  1921,  the 
present  Leader  of  the  Opposition 
had  gone  to  England  and  the 
European  continent  "to  find  some 
means  of  restoring  the  lumber 
trade,"  and  also  to  Inspect  methods 
for  the  "extraction  of  nitrogen  from 
the  air."  Mr.  PaUullo  had  returned 
after  oereral  monCha  on  this  mla- 
slon.  with  the  announcement  that 
he  would  Introduce  immigrants  as  a 
cure  for  the  exLstoiit  unemployment 
of  Briti-sh  Columbia  citizens  in  that 
year;  and  also  with  tlie  exprc^-slon ' 
of  opinion  that  "Paris  is  the  gayest 
city  In  the  world." 

COMMITTEE'S  WORK 
Mr.  Twigg  touched  lightly  on  the 
work  of  the  select  committee  on  un- 
employment at  the  last  session  of 
the  ^glslsture.  and  assiuned  full 
rasponalblUty  for  not  producing 
there  a  letter  from  Rt  Hon.  R  B. 
Baaoett  to  Hon.  J.  W.  Jonea,  writ- 
ten In  an  unwttttng  misoonoeptlon 
of  the  facf-s. 

Tlir  ts.suc  turned  on  whether  or 
not  the  Dominion  Government  had 
advanced  at  that  time  Its  share  of 
municipal  costs  in  British  ColumbHU 
It  being  later  proved  beyond  ques- 
tion from  both  Vbderal  and  Pro- 
vincial aonoiintlnf,  that  whoever 
gave  the  Prime  lonlater  the  Infor- 
mation had  misled  him  at  the  time. 
The  Issue  was  all  settled  now,  and 
the  Dominion  had  arranged  to  pay 
on  the  basis  of  the  Brlttsh  Columbia 
contention  at  that  time. 

MUST  CURTAIL  COSTS 
Mr.  Twlgg  sounded  a  warning 
note  in  comiection  with  the  1933 
unemployment  relief  administra- 
tion. He  had  been  informed  by 
Hon.  J.  W.  Jones,  that  if  the  Prov- 
ince was  otoliged  to  continue  relief 
at  the  rate  assumed  In  18M  and 
1931,  It  would  be  faoed  with  eoau 
of  |g.ooo/wo  for  thia  yeer-  elene. 
There  waa  no  alternative,  he  said, 
but  to  cut  dovn. 

It  wa.s  typical  of  the  times  that 
blame  fei;  lndl.s<'rtininatrh  on  Gov- 
ernments, Dfiiiks  and  other  Institu- 
tions m  the  public  eye,  he  con- 
tinued. For  the  Dominion  and  Pro- 
vincial aovermnents  he  would  say 
that  ne  aggregation  of  men  could 
have  mora  aincerely  tried  to  guard 
the  welfare  of  the  people,  and  none 
had  been  so  free  from  even  a  breath 
of  .scandal  during  their  arduou.s 
ta.sk.s  of  the  la.st  few  years.  For  the 
banks  he  would  say  that  c'anada 
had  a  right  to  be  proud  ol  institu- 
tions that  stood  up  without  failure 
against  the  moat  aevera  demands  of 


Mr.  Dickie  referred  briefly  to 
domestic  Wc.->tl»un<l  Height  lale.^ 
on  poultry  grades  ol  grain.

Britain's  loan  launched  yesterday  Is  to  convert 
the  1917  6  per  cent  War  Loan  of  £2,000,000,- 
000  by  a  n«w  iMne  at  P«r  tent.  It  U  by  far 
the  greatest  flnanrial  move  of  the  National  Gov- 
ernment alnce  the  suapenaion  of  the  goid  stand- 
ard. It  is  Meond  only  in  ImportMaoe  to  that 
event  and  to  the  institution  of  a  larlfT  policy 
Which  went  into  effect  on  March  1.  It  to.  in  I  act, 
»  financial  undertaking  greater  than  any  hither- 
to launched,  even  in  a  proportionate  sense,  by 
any  nation.  What  It  indicates  is  that  the  British 
Government  beUeree  the  time  i»  Hpe  f or  a  new 
declaiatinn  of  self -confidence.  As  Mr.  Neville 
Chamberlain  says,  'BrlUln  has  recovered  her 
freedom  of  aetlen  in  monetary  matters." 

The  new  conversion  issue  ha.s  been  In  prospect 
for  several  months.  The  Government  was  await- 
ing the  propitious  moment  which  has  now  ar- 
rived. At  present  money  is  abundant  and  cheap, 
and  for  sometime  past  has  been  flowing  steadily 
tntb  hifh-claaa  British  funds.  There  is  every- 
thing to  be  said  in  favor  of  the  conversloTi  policy 
now  adopted,  and  It  has  received  the  unanimous 
sanction  of  the  House  of  Commons  irrespective 
of  party.  The  great  5  per  cent  War  Loan  of  1917 
has  hung  like  a  millstone  round  the  neck  of  the 
British  people.  There  Is  no  shadow  of  doubt 
about  the  success  of  the  coowifcjpi  to  4  lower 
rate  of  Interest. 

What  the  Oovemment  M  doing  wiU  eiMble 
trade  and  Industry  to  refund  their  dear  loans 
into  cheaper  loans,  and  wUl  assist  In  the  con- 
version of  short-term  industrial  otoUgatlons  Into 
k«g-term  Issues.  What  is  perhaps  as  Important 
as  anything  from  the  governmental  standpoint 
Is  that  the  new  financial  measure  will  add  Im- 
aeaaarably  to  the  strength  of  the  budget  posi- 
tion, and,  as  well,  it  wlU  prove  a  big  factor  in 
mltlnff  that  confidence  which  is  so  neesmry 
to  the  reitoratlon  of  trade. 

potrnos  fid  umitbd  statbs 

The  Democratic  Party  of  the  United  SUtes 
has  gone  on  recmrd  in  favor  of  th*e  repeal  of  Pro- 
hibition and  modification  of  tlic  Volstead  Act. 
There  is  a  tautological  Inference  In  this  plank  of 
the  platform,  for  the  latter  is  a  sine  qua  Bon  of 
the  former.  The  Democrats,  moreover,  have 
ehoaen  Mr.  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  as  their  candi- 
date for  President,  and  so  Mr.  Roosevelt  mu* 
campaign  to  wipe  out  the  Eighteenth  Amend- 
ment. Superficially  it  would  appear  that  the 
issue  set  for  the  election  of  next  Nevembef  is 
that  of  Drys  versu.s  Wets.  It  is  nothing  of  the 
kind,  howiyer,  lor  the  Republicans  favor  the 
submission  of  the  issue  of  repeal  ol  Prohibition 
to  the  Individual  states,  whereas  the  Democrats 
support  action  by  the  Federal  Oovernmeni. 

The  attitude  of  both  major  political  parties 
in  the  United  states  does  not  alt^-r  the  Consti- 
tution of  that  Republic.  The  Eighteenth  Amend- 
ment can  only  be  repealed  by  an  afBrmathrt  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  SUtes  of  the  Union.  On  that 
account  the  plank  adopted  by  the  DemocraU 
>cneans  no  moie  than  putting  that  party  on  rec- 
ord as  favoring  repeal.  The  wiping  out  of  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment  Is  a  matter  for  the- 
BUtes  to  decide  collectively.  Neither  the  Repub- 
Ueans  nor  the  Democrats  have  voiced  their  belief 
that  the  Constitution  Itself  should  be  changed. 
Thus,  what  ostensibly  will  be  a  main  Issue  at  the 
forthcoming  Presidential  election  has  the  inde- 
terminate fliftMr  of  being  a  problem  which 
neither  party,  as  a  party,  can  solve.  The  solu- 
tion reeU  with  the  SUtes.  two-thirds  of  which 
have  to  reach  a  faTOrable  decision  for  the  repeal 
of  Prohibition. 

Mr.  Rooemlt  is  probably  the  strongest  calMll- 
date  the  Democrats  could  have  selected  for  the 
Presidential  fight.  He  has  swnehow  lacked  em- 
phasM  In  hM  pronouncements,  perhap.s  being 
afraid  of  giving  offence  in  any  particular  direc- 
tion. He  has  a  good  record  as  Ootemor  of  Hew 
York  State,  and.  at  least,  he  Is  the  one  candi- 
date whom  the  Democrats  could  have  chosen 
whose  entry  to  the  luts  will  not  'sfiht  that  party. 
A  pUtfonn  has  been  prepared  on  his  behalf  It 
f^^hiM  iome  .specmc  planks,  and  very  naturally 
ftiMns  ways  and  means  to  meet  present  eoo- 
nemlc  proktems.  it  opposes  any  cancellation  of 
war  debts,  and  to  that  extent  Is  not  calculated 
to  afford  any  particular  consolation  to  those 
Who  '•re  anxious  to  remove  one  of  the  main 
causes  which  have  promoted  world  depression.

—  The  fabulous 
wealih  of  Spajiish  Icings  is  not  an 
exportable  possession,  according  to 
those  in  the  entourage  of  King  Al- 
fonso, whose  life  In  Europe  resem- 
bles a  well-to-dp  American  tourist 
rather  than  the  man  who  once  lived 
in  vast  palaees  and  spent  nine  mil- 
lion pesetsA  a  year  In  hi^  rivll  11.st. 

Charges  of  unlnforniPcl  Spanl.sh 
Republicans  to  the  efTert  th^it.  Al- 
fonso and  his  Quern  had  caiTlcd 

incely  sums  out  of  Spain;  and 
liiat  Alfonso  had  used  his  kingship 
to  engage  In  vast  qMeubttlTe  enter- 
prises liave  been  vlforously  denied. 

It  Is  true  that  Alfonso  probably 
has  many  millions  of  pesetas  in- 
vested, but  they  are  mostly  in 
Spanish  enterprises  and  utilities,  as 
an  encouragement  to  Spanish  and 
foreign  capital  to  tnTBSt  in  Spain. 

Alfonso  Is  believed  to  have 
roughly  about  30,000,000  pesetas  in 
these  Spanish  concerns,  but  with 
the  sdvent  of  the  Republican  (Jov- 
ernment.  it  is  doubtful  th.Tt  they  are 
worth  half  their  original  value,  and 
their  owner.ship  will  doubtlessly  be 
contested  by  the  Republican  courts, 
and  the  King  may  never  ssa  bis 
patriotic  Investments  again.

In  underweight  exactly  the  oppo-

or  else  his  tissues  iLse  up  more  food, 
are  not  so  economical  as  la  fat  folk, 
and  there  is  nomiwt  left  wfUi  whWi 
to  store  fat. 

Aa  a  matter  of  fact,  when  the  In- 
dividual reaches  thirty  years  of  age, 
this  matter  of  underweight,  of 
"leanness,"  is  never  glvrn  much 
thought.  It  i.s  liLs  nature  to  be  thin, 
and  he  Ls  likely  wiry,  .strong,  and 
capable  of  doing  the  necessary 
■mount  of  aMOtal  aad  piqaleal 
work. 

In  ymac.  irpwlng.  children,  and 
in  those  In  thOr  teens,  wslght.  how- 
ever. Js  a  serious  autter.  Not  that 
they  should  be  ovarwelght  to  any 

extent,  but  they  should  be  of  normal 
weight  If  they  are  to  make  the  best 
progress  toward  being  robust, 
healttiy  men  and  women. 

At  this  growing  period  a  great 
amount  of  food  Is  neceesary,  a 
twelve-year-old  youngster  requiring 
about  as  much  as  tha  avarsfa  adult, 
and  one  who  is  flftaaa  yaaia  old  rs- 
qulres  even  more,  because  he  has 
nearly  the  same  amount  of  surface 
measurement,  and  he  needs  food  to 
give  him  ^T'lutb  l)esldc*. 

To  reduce  wciftht.  to  prevent  fat 
formation  In  adults,  rich  foods  such 
as  sugar,  butter,  cream,  bread,  nuts, 
potatoes  and  other  starchy  vege- 
tabks  ars  aithar  avoldsd  altotBtber 
or  aut  dowa  to  tha  vary  saMlkst 
smount. 

The  first  thought,  then.  In  trying 
to  Increase  weight  in  underweight 
youngsters  Ls  to  see  that  they  get 
pf^nty  of  milk,  cream,  butter,  bread 
and  sugar.  The.se  foods  give  en- 
ergy, and  any  not  used  up  in  this 
way  Is  thus  likely  to  be  stored  ss 
fat  Not,  of  course,  to  the  same  ex- 
tent as  la  ovarwelfht  tndlv^uals. 
but  some  will  be  stored.  IMs  ex- 
tra weight  Is  helpful  to  undepreight 
youngsters  by  giving  them  a  little 
more  "protection"  from  the  wear 
and  tear  of  life,  and  also  from  the 
various  tafaoMaaa  aa«MB  ta  sMI- 
dren. 

However,  this  is  where  some 
mothers  make  a  mistake.  Your  doc- 
tor will  tell  you  that  very  fat  babies, 
very  tl  chlldran.  ara  aot  aa  healthy 
SB  those  whleh  ara  e(  asnaal  weight 
or  allthtly  abeva  aanaal  weight. 
These  mothen.  by  feeding  the 
yOuafstera  the  rich  fat  arwl  .starchy 
foods,  may  increase  the  fat  in  the 
tlasiies  and  ao  give  the  ymingster  a 
heavier  or  fatter  appearance,  but  as 
weiijht  and  fat  do  not  mean  health 
and  strength,  the  youn^rter  may  be 
no  Rtroiif  er,  if  as  strong,  aa  VlMB  hO 
was  Uchtar  in  weight.
